If a good income is justified for a janitor 
who w i e l d s the. broom, why not for the teacher who 
is » supposed to enlarge the brain capacity? 


Many parents are paying less and less atte n ­ 
tion to their children and have far less time to 
spend in their company. 
Competition in tomorrow's 
business and professional world will be fierce.

is not enough that we teach children nowadays to 
lift and pull and push.
